I. ASIA 

a. CINCUNC, KOREA INFORMED XS OF AN INCIDENT IN THE 
UNITED NATIONS PORTION OF THE DEMILITAR IZED ZONE (DMZ), SOUTH 
OF THE MILITARY DEMARCATION LINE (MDL). 

AT APPROXIMATELY 1730 KOREAN STANDARD TIME, 5 SEPTEMBER, 
A NORTH KOREAN6-MAN PATROL CROSSED THE MDLAND OPENED FIRE 
ON A ROK 15-MAN WORK DETAIL A FIRE FIGHT ENSUED RESULTING IN 
4 NORTH KOREANS KILLED AND TWO WOUNDED, ONE ROK ESLISTED MAN 
WAS WOUNDED IN THE ARM. 

AT APPROXIMATELY 1900 AN ADDITIONAL 10 NORTH KOREAN 
MILITARY PERSONNEL PENETRATED THE SAME GENERAL AREA. FOUR OF 
THIS GROUP RETURNED NORTH OF THE DML PR IOR TO DARKNESS AND 
THE REMAINDER STAYED BEHIND APPARENTLYTO ATTEMPT RECOVERY 
OF THE BODIES OF THOSE KILLED PREVIOUSLY IN THE FIRE FIGHT. 

THE 2D ROK D IVIS ION WAS PLACED ON ALERT STATUS. 

ONE BODY WAS REMOVED DURING THE NIGHT AND ACTION 
IS BEING TAKEN TO PREVENT REMOVAL OF THE OTHER THREE PENDING A 
JOINT INVESTIGATION ATTHE SCENE OF THE INCIDENT.
